theſe Pzoples Lives and Converſations, 
But tho? the firſt be gone, yet the lat-

We believe, That the God of all 
Grace, hath given a Meaſure of Grace, 
or- ſome Manifeſtation of his Spirit, and- 
Light thereof, unto all Men, according 
unto theſe Scriptures, Fohz 1. 9. Titzs 
2. IT. 1-Cor. 12. 7. Neh.9, 20, and 
Experiences of all Men, who (at ſome 
time or other) do feel ſomething in 
their Hearts and Conſciences, that doth

And this we believe to be the 
reaſon, why ſo long Preaching (by Men 
of Corrupt Minds, who have and do 
handle the words deceirfully, for ſelfiſh 
Emas and filthy Lacre ſake ) hath brought 
forth ſo little Fruit, and been to fo lit- 
tle Purpoſe, except to their Purſes and 
Bellies; for had they believed, and there- 
fore ſpoken, and ſtood. in God's Counſel, 
they ſhould have profited their Hearers, Jer.

Through this Gift, we believe, That

We believe alſo, That this Jeſus 
died for, or becauſe of Sin, and Rofe 
again for the Juſtification of thoſe that 
believe in him, as well as to mani- 
feſt to all the World, that he was 
the Soz of God, and that he thereby 


ſpoiled Principalities and Powers, and 


iriumped over them openly, and led cap- 
tivity captive in his own Perſon ; yet 
we believe and know, by his Grace in 
our Hearts, that as his Name FJeſws, 
without Virtue and Power, is but an 
empty Word ; fo his Dying, withour 
Man's Conformity to his Death, or 
being planted: into the likeneſs there- 
of, or being crucified with Chriſt ( as 
ſaith the Scripture, Roms.

For 
we believe, and are ſure, that Man 
muſt dye Inwardly, as well as Chriſt 
died Outwardly (and muſt be put to 
Death in his Fleſh, as Chriſt was) in 
his: For he that u in the Fleſh, eannot 
pleaſe God, Rom. 8. . 8. neither ceaſe 
from Sin; but he that is Dead, is freed 


from Sin, Rom. 6. 7. And yet Man's 


Dying unto Sin, and the Root and 


Principle of it in himſelf, is ſo far from | 
making void Chrift*s Death in his own, | 
Perſon, that it eſtabliſheth it to all thoſe | 
ends and purpoſes, for which it was in- | 
tended of the Father. As the Cures | 
which the Phyſician doth, manifeſt and | 


eſtabliſh his skill and ability ; ſo doth 
Man's dying unto Sin and Self, and liv- 
ing unto God, manifeſt and eſtabliſh 
the Virtue and Power of Chriſt's Death : 
For as Man manifeſts his being riſen 
with Chrift, by his feeking the things 
that are above, Co/. 3. 1, 2. 1o doth he 


manifeſt his Knowledge of the Death of | 
Chriſt, by his being crucified with Chriſt, | 
and bearing about in his Body the Dyings 
of the Lerd Jeſus; for as it is not an out» | 
ward belief, gathered from the Letter, 
that will. change the Hears and Life *' 
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he = Fes | 
(though the Judgment and Opinion it 
may) fo 1s it nor a belief from the Hi- 
ſtory, or Letter only, that can give 
Man a ſaving Knowledge of the Death 
of Chriſt; but he muſt have the ſame 
Glory and Power of the Father in mea- 
ſure, working in him there, 'to beget 
Faith in his Heart, that he may believe 
unto Salvation from his own PFilthineſs 
and Righteouſneſs, as well as confeſs 
with his Mouth, Row; 1o. and. muſt 
have that Spirit in him ' quickaing his 
Mortal Body, as well as to believe that 
it was i» Chriff, and raiſed up him from 
the Dead, Rom. 8. 11: And this Man, 
whoever he'be, Bond or Free, that thus 
believes the Death of Chriſt, and its fa- 
tisfaction to God, as well as its ufeful- 
neſs to Man, cannot make it void, not 
divide It and its Virtue upon the Soul 
that thus knows it, but will ſay, here 
is a Dying Man witneſſing the Deatli 
of Chriſt, and nevertheleſs che ſame 
Man Living with Chriff, and conclud- 
ing, if Chriſt had not died, Man muſt 
bave periſhed in his Sin; this being the 
Way found out. by God to recover him,

We further believe, according unto 
the Scriptures, concerning Faith, That 
that Faith 1s only true, which is God's 


Gift, and hath Chriſt Jeſus, the Power 


of God, for 1ts author and object, and 
is diſtinguiſhed from the Dead Paith 
by its Fruits: For: tho? in deicription 
and definition they may. carry a relem- 
blance, yet in nature are as different as 
a Living Man is from a Dead, winch 
wants not Form or Shape, but Life and 
Power. . So ſaith the Apoltle James, As 


the Body without a Spirit is Dead, jo is 


Faith without Works ;, even ſo is "that 
Faith which ſtands in the Wiſdom of 
Words, and not in the Power of God ; 
By the one, Man is kept 10 captivity*to 
to the World and the things of it, 
but by the other he hath Yidorz over the 
World, s John 5.4. and the Sea! and 
[Virneſs thereof in his own Heart, where- 
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by it is purified, and God is feen ; for the 
pure in Heart ſee God, Mat. 5. 8. This 
Faith differs Men now, and their Wor- 
ſhips, as it did Caiz and Abel; for, by 
Faith Abel offered ap a more excellent Sa- 
crifice than Cain, Heb. x1. by this liv- 
ing Faith, Abe! ſaw beyond the Sacri- 
fice, unto Chriſt, the firit-born of God, 
beyond the fir/tiing of the Flock, which 
| He offered, and therefore God had reſpe&t 
unto Abel and his Offering; but God re- 
jected Cain and his Offering ; though he 
had Faith to believe it to be his Duty, 
yet ſticking in the Form, and not flying 
on the wing of Faith unto Chriſt the 
One Offering, he miſſed the Mark, as all 
have done ever ſince that have gone in 
Cain's way of Worſhipping, as well as 
killing Men about Worſhip. But we 
believe that Faith to be only true and fa- 
ving, that flies over ſelt-righteouſneſs, as 
well as filthineſs, unto the Fountain of 
Life in Chriſt ; which Faith hath no- 
ching of Man in it, but is zs the breath of 
Life by which the Soul lives ; not a bare 
aſſent to the Truth of a Propoſition in 
. the natural underſtanding, but the Souls 
leaving unto God, out of a naturalneſs 
between Chriſt and the Soul; and fo. 
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lives rather by Relation, than bare Cre- 
dit, or Deſperate Adventure and Ha- 
zard ; not looking at its doing to com- 
mend it, but God's Love and Bounty 
in Chriſt the Light, to receive it; and 
yet Holineſs is its delight, and hecan no 
more live out of it, than the Fifh upon 

the dry Land. | 
We believe, that this Faith keeps rhe 
Mind pare, the Heart c/2az, through the 
ſprinkling of the Heart from an Evil 
Conſcience, by the Blood of Feſas, which 
remits the Sin, and juſtifies the Soul, 
through the vertue of this Blood recei- 
ved into the Heart by this living Faith, 
which receives all its Power and Vertue 
from Chrift, in whom it abides as its 
Root and Object, whereby Juſtification 
is witneſſed from Sin, not iz Sin, Rom.6, 
22, Bat wow being made free from Sin, and 
. become Servants unto God, you have your 
Fruits unto Holineſs, and the end Kver- 
laſting Life. | ; 
We believe, that Juſtification and 
Santtification are diſti-paiſhea, but not 
divided : For as he that SanQtifieth and 
Juſtifieth is one, fo do theſe go toge- 
ther; and when the Soul hath the great- 
eſt Senſe of Juſtification upon it, thro! 
| "WM che 
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the Vertue of the Blood of Jeſus by the 
living Faith, then 1s it 'moſt in love 
with Holineſs, and at the greateſt di- 
ftance from Sin and Evil ; and- when- 
ever there is a failing in SanCQtification, 
there is alſo ſome eclipſe of Juſtification 
in the Eye of the Soul, until Faith hath 
recovered its ſtrength again, which it 
loſt by Sin's prevailing. For as the far- 
theſt and cleareſt ſight 1s in the bright- 
eſt Day, ſo is it with the Soul, when 
it is moſt in the Brightneſs and Beauty 
of Holineſs, its Juſtification appears moſt 
Glorious, and its Union and Communi- 
on moſt ſweet and laſting ; and ſo, like 
two Twins, as they are much of an 
Ape, ſo they are like one to the other; 
and what God hath joyned together, let no 
Man put aſſunder. _ 

Wealto by this Light believe, That 
Acceptance with the Father is only in 
Chriit; and by His Righteouſneſs made 
Ozrs, or imputed unto Us ; not by the 
Creaturely Skill, but by the Applicato- 
ry Att of God's Giit of Grace, whereby 
the Soul' feels the difference between 
Self-applying by its own Faith, and 
Gaod-appiying by his Spirit, and fo ma- 
king Chriſt unto the Soul, M3/dozrs, 
FP. YT" an £7 22 Woke! 
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Righteouſneſs, Sandification and Redemp- 
on : So that we believe, and are ſure, 
that there is a great difference between 
Imputation, as it 1s the Act of Man's 
Spirit, and as it is the AQ of Free 
Grace, without Man's forcing. And fo 
we diſtinguiſh between Imagination and 
Imputation, between Reckoning or 1m- 
puting that 1s Real, and/Reckoning or 
Imputation that is not Real, but a Filti= 
on and Imagination in the creaturely 
Will and Power : And becauſe we are 
againſt the latter, we are clamoured up- 
on, as if we denied the Imputation of 
Chriſt's Righteouſnels, when 1t is only 
unto thoſe that are not made Righteous 
by it, to walk as healſo walked : For, as 
the Scripture faith, It js not. he that 
ſaith he 1s Righteous by the Imputation 
of Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, but Fle that 
aoth righteouſneſs is righteoas, as Chriſt ts 
riehteons, 1 John 3.7. he that believes 
otherwiſe 1s deceived. And yet it 1s 
not Acts of Righteouſneſs, as done by 
us, nor as inherent in us, as Acts, by 
which we are accepted of God, and 
juitified before him ; but by Chriſt, the 
Author and Worker of thoſe Acts in us 
and for us, whereby we know that we 
| are

are in Him, and he in Us, and we hold 
him as our Head; ito whom all things 
are gathered together in One, even 1n 
Him. | 

We further believe, That God is on- 
ly-to be worfhipped, and not any Like- 
neſs that Man makes unto himſelf of 
God, irom any. view, fight or know- 
ledge that he hath had of him, but in 
every AQ and Service, Man is to know 
what Subſtantially, as well as whom 
Speculatively or Notionally, he wor- 
ſhippeth, as it is written, Johz 4; 22. 
Ye worſhip ye know not what : We know 
what we worſhip; for Salvation is of the 
Jews, And he that thus worſhips the 
Father, honours the Son by the ſame 
Spirit, which is one with the Father 
and the Son ; in which Spirit only God 
is worſhipped, according to the form of 
its own chooſing, and manifeſting of it * 
felf i” and by, according unto the good | 
*Pleaſure of the Father, who 1s a Spirit, *' 
and limits Man unto the Spirit's form, 
but aflows'not Man to limit the Spirit 
unto'his form, though it be not of his 
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appear in it at firſt : For as he choſe it 
himſelf, fo he hath reſerved liberty ta 
leave it at” his pleaſure, who works aft 
things after the counſe! of his own Will,. 
which he hath pmrpoſed in himſelf, that the 
Gift of the Knowledge of the Myſtery of 
his Will might ior ever be acknowledg- 
ed to be of his Grace, and from the 
Riches of the Glory thereof, according 
to Epheſ. 1. and Man be bound, but 
God free; Man bound to wait m the 
Light for God's Movings ; but God 
free to move in whom, to what, and 
when he. pleaſeth: Then Man 1s to go, 
when he faith Go, and. come, when 
he ſaith' Come; and fiich'' Servents- 4b 
ferve hin; and then there is no'more 
Curſe, as in the days of 7! Worſhip 
and Voluntery Humility, but the Throze 
of God, and of the Lamb, Col. 2. 18, 23. 

Rev. 22. }, 4. and they fhall fee his 
Face, and his Name ſhall be on their fore- 
beads, 

We believe alſo, That this Worſhip 
iS Spiritual ( and not Carnal) 1n all its 
Parts ang Ordinances, and not to be'tm- 
poſed. by any outward Force, but per- 
tormed by the inward Leadinps of God's 
Spirit f, according as the holy Mien * 

GO 
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God were led and guided in the days 
paſt, who gave forth the Scriptures ; 
all impoſitions of Worſhip outward, be- 
ing only enjoyned under the Fir/t Cove- 
nant, that made nothing perfect, wntz/ 
the time of Reformation, ipoken of, Heb. 
9. 10. But Chriſt bei:zz come, there is 
an end as well of ſuch Impoſitions, as 
of the Meats and Drinks, and atvers 
Baptiſms, and carnal Ordinances, they be- 
ing all but Temporary, and in order 
unto an end ; bur all to vail to Chriſt, 
the Sum and Subſtance of all, [ rhe 
Firſt ] pointed at by all, and [the Laſt] 
ending of all, the Amen. And he that 
thus Worſhips God in Chriſt, his Ordi- 
nances are Spiritual, and not Carnal, and 
his Faith carries him beyond his Works, 
with ri2bteous Abel, and preſerves him 
that he is not drowned in. the Form, 
like Cazz; neither falls he ſhort of the 


| Glory of God, nor of his aſſurance of 


Acceptance with him. 

Ve believe there is one Baptiſm ne- 
celfary unto Salvation, Epreſ. 4.5. One 
Lord, ome Faith, one Baptiſm. And this 
Baptiim 1s Spiritual, of which TJo-z's 
Vater was but a Figure, John 1. 3r. 
7 hat be ſhould be made manifeſt to Iſrael, 
therefore 
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therefore am I come Baptizing with Was 
ter, faith John: And 1 Per. 3. 21, The 
like Figure whereanto, even Baptiſm, doth 
alſo now ſave us ( not the putting away of 
the filth of the Fleſh, bat the Anſwer of 
4 good Conſcience towards God) by the Re- 
| ſarredtion of Jeſus Chriſt, Thus one Spi- 
| ritual Baptiſm into the Name of Jeſus 
Chriſt, is that which Saves; the Wa- 
ter being but a Figure, that Chriſt 
might be maniteft to 1/rael, who had 
| divers Baptiſms impoſed on them, uatil 
the time of Reformation; but Chriſt 
the Subſtance being come, the Shadows 
flee away. And yet where-ever any 
| believes they are commanded now b 
” the ſame Spirit that commanded the 
Believers to be Baptized in the days 
paſt, either for the furtherance of the 
Goſpel, or trial of their Faith, we judge - 
them not: But this Obedience is very 
rare to be found; and: we could hearti- 
ly deſire, that all would conſider feri- 
_ ouſly, whether litteral Sayings, obſer- 
ved only by outward reading, hearing, 
by the ear, or inward impulſes upon 
the heart by the Divine Power, are 
the motives unto Obedierees in this 
kind. And if Honeſty and hs” 
(s 
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of Heart may be heard, we believe 
and know, the _ dead Souls. every 
where, notwithſtanding their Baptiſms, 
will be as'fo many Witneſſes againſt 
them, by their: groveling upon the 
Earth, as ſo many ſ{aiz and killed Men 
by the Letter, while the Spirit's  quick- 
nings have not been known in the true 
Baptiſm into Death. For we: find by 
daily Experiences, that moſt Men and 
Women live like Pharaots: lean -Kizne, 
only- to eat up the Fat, and-to envy 
thoſe that are not ſo lean-Soul'd as them- 
felves. 24697 
We believe alſo, That as there'is one 
true ſaving Baptiſm, ſo is 'there one 
Bread or Body of Chriſt, 'which all 
the | Sajnts do feed upon; and though 
they may be many, as to: Perſons, yet 
their Bread 1s' but One, and they all 
in it but One Bread. And this we be- 
lieve is the Fleſh that came down' from | 
Heaven, John 6. 33. Though the out- 
ward Fews now, as then, murmur at 
him, becauſe he ſaid, 1 am the Bread 
which came down from Heaven, verſe 41, 
42. But Chriit (verſe 45.) to ſtop their 
Murmurins#, tells them, that the know- 
tedge of this Myſtery was only revealed 

unto 
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unto: them whom God (and not. Man) 
teacherh ; and no more than are. #aught 
of God, can ſet Seal and Subſcribe .unto 
this Trath in Jeſus : Though we. believe 
alſo, that Jeſus did take outward Bread, 
and. brake 1t, and gave 1t to the Dilci- 
ples, as the Scripture faith ; and- this 
was a Figure of his Body (that was to 
be pierced. and broken upon the Tree} 
and a ſhew, _ to ſhew forth his Death, 
until he came. And we believe. he did 
ariſe again, and appear unto his Dilct- 
ples: And all that believed were together, 
and had all things common, &Cc. And thry 
continuing daily with .0ne accord. in the 
Temple, breaking Bread from Hoaſe to 
Hoaſe, did eat their Meat with gladneſs and 
ſengleneſs of Heart, praiſing Goa, affffheawins. 
favoar with all People, Adts. 2. 44,45, 465 
47. And we believe that the Apoſtle, .in 
x Cor, 11. 20; {aith true, where he;{auh, 
When ye come together therefore in one 
place, this is not to eat the Lord's Supper. 
And all that he ſpeaks in that Chapter, 
is not to perpetuate that outward break- 
ing of Bread, otherwiſe than as the Be- 
lievers did, that were Filled with the Ho . 
ly Ghoſt in ſingleneſs of Heart ; as be 
fore is ſaid; and yet we judge not __ | 

| who 
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who brezsk outward Bread, and drink 
outward Wine, being in a belief they 
are commanded fo to do, to put them 
in remembrance thereby of the Body 
and Blood of Jeſus Chriſt, by the Re- 
membrancer, the Spirit' of Truth, which 
is appointed by the Father zo /ead into all 
Truth, But to do it by Imitation, or 
Tradition only ( as'molſt do it if not all 
at this day ) we know it is not an Offer- 
ing unto! God in Righteouſneſs, neither 
do we believe this-to be the Communion 
of the Body and Blood of Chriſt ; and; yet, 
the eating of the Fleſh, and drinking of the 
Blood' of Chriſt, we believe Man muſt 
| know and witneſs, or he hath »o: Life ir: 
him, John 6. 53, 54,55. and we believe 
that mg are ſtriving now 1n their Spi- 
rits, as the Jews did, verſe 52. ſaying, 
How can this Man give us his Fleſh to Eat ? 
And not only the Jews, but many of his 
Diſciples ſaid, This « a hard ſaying, who 
- can bear it ? Verſe 60, and at verie 63, 
he tells them, 1: is the Spirit that quickens, 
the Fleſh profiteth nothing : The Words that 
T ſpeak anto you, they are Spirit, and they 
_ ave Life: And he that hears and under. 
ſtands theſe words that are Spirit and 


Life; will not be offended at what I 
have

have ſpoken of the Fleſh and Blood of 


Chriſt. | 
- By the ſame Spirit and Grace we be- 
| lieve, That _ 1s an Ordinance of 
God; when performed by his Spirit, in 
its words ( and not thoſe which Man's 
Wiſdom teacheth ) or without words, 
by fizhs and groans which cannot be attered, 
and theſe ſo often as the Spirit it ſelf 
pleaſerh : But the Form withoufrhe Spi- 
rit, whether it be by words 'of other 
Men's Framing, or words' of a Man's 
own Spirit, according to his will, time 
and manner ; this 1s not the Prayer that 
prevails with God, And we believe there 
is none ſo weak and infirm, but this 
Spirit proffers it help at ſome time or 0- 
ther, tho? Man regardeth it not; and 
the more Man's Mind is gathered within 
from all viſibles, the more he comes to 
be ſenſible of the movings and ſtirrings 
of this Spirit, in its ſecret cries to God, 
an{werable to the wants of that Man 
or Woman, in whom it moves and cries, 
And by the- due watching thereunto,, 
we believe and know the Spirit of Prays 
er and of Adoption, that cries unto God, 


comes: to be diſcerned and diftin- 
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guiſhed from a Man's own Spirit and 
Will. | 
We believe by the ſame Gitr of Grace, 
that there are ſeveral Mrmiſtrations, and: 
ſeveral Operations, according to 1 Cor, 12. | 
and all by the ſame Spirit, as before the 
Law, and after the Law by Moſes, and 
after by Jobz the. Baptiſt, and Chrif 
and his Apoſtles; and- in, all theſe the 
Miniſtration had, acceptance with, God 
through the management of the Spirit, 
and. its rejection and /diſlike of God. for 
the want thereof. And: by this: Spirit 
were the Scriptures given forth, and the 
Holy Men of God did Speak, Propheſie, 
Preach and Pray as they were moved ; 
and for want of-it, the Letter, did, and ' 
doth, Rzil. . And for the. further appea- 
rance and pouring out of this Spirit, 
anſwerable unto the Work,and Service 
that God had for them to do, they were 
to wait, as Chriſt commanded his Di- 
| ſciples to do at Jeruſalem, to receive the 
Promiſe of the Father : For, by this Spi- 
rit, he that ſpeaks, ſpeaks as the Oracle of 
God, And therefore, as it was the pra- 
Ctice of the People of God: in old tune, 
to wait for the moving and ſtirring of 


this 
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this Spirit, that they might ſpeak 2s 5+ 
gave them utterance, in the evidence and 
demonſtration thereof; 1o do this People 

(calPd Qzakers ) now ; and according 
co its moving in their Hearts, they mt- 
niſter, according to the fignification of 
the Spirit, whereby they underZand 
both what and when ro ſpeak, and 
when to be ſilent; as alſo, who they 
are that miniſter and ſpeak in their own 
wills, above the Croſs of Chriſt, which 
the Apoſtle was careful always to be in 
ſubjeCtion to, left he ſhould make it 
void, by ſpeaking the words which 
Mar's Wiſdom teacheth ; and therefore 
as the Saints did, ſo we do believe, ind 
therefore we ſpeak : And ſuch Preaching 
and Speaking in Faith, .as well as Pray- 
ing in Faith, is acceptable unto God, as 
his Worlhip, and not otherwiſe. _ 

' And we further believe by the ſame 
Spirit, That the ſum of all Religion, 
according to Truth, and the ſignificati- 
on of the word [ Religion ] 1s, Mar 
z0t at liberty in his will, out bound again, 
unto God, by bis having given to him, by 


the Light of Chriſt within, the trae fight 
and knowledge of himſelf, as in himſelf, as 
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loſt and undone for ever, and from this 
freht a true ſenſe to ariſe upon and remain 
_ with him; from whence ſpring unutter- 
able groans and cries unto God, under 
the weight of the burden and wretched- 
neſs, by reaſon ofthe Body of Sin and 
Death; and then when there was none 
to help or. pitty in this State, then is 
Mercy ſhewed .in Chrift the Arm of 
God, which is revealedas an help, nei- 
ther ſcen, nor known, where, how or 
when to come at it, or meet with it : And 
this begets in the Heart-of that Man and 
Woman, in, and unto. whom it is thus 
revealed, Thanks and Praiſes unto God, 
for this Gift and Revelation of his Son, 
in this needful Time, . whom the Soul 
ſees to be the Gift of Eternal Love. 

And we believe and know, upon this 
Love and Faithfulneſs of God, is found- 
cd, built and eftabliſhed the Everlaſting 
Covenant ( whereby not cnly all Men 
may be ſaved for its abi/ity, but ſome 
ſhall be ſaved becauſe of its prewvalercy ) 
which is not like to the Covenant which he 
- made with our Fathers, And altho? Al 
Mankind 1s not ſaved, yet it 1s not be- 
' cauſe either of Inſufficiency 1n this Cove- 

| nant, 
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z24nt, or becauſe of rhe Weakneſs of the 
Grace that appears in and unto all Men ; 
but becauſe of Mars. will, loving Death 
and chooſing his own Delufions, whereby 
his Deftrattion i of himſelf, and God clear 
of his Blood 1n the free tender of his 
Grace, Gift, and ſtriving of bis Spirit 
withis him, For- we know aſſuredly, 
according to the Scriptures of Truth, 
and experience of all Souls that ever 
were truly converted to God, that tho? 
by Grace Man t ſaved, -not of himſelf, but 
by the free Gift ; yet as the old World 
did, and thoſe rebellious Jews, ſpoken 
of, As 7. who, as did their Fathers, 
ſo did they, always reſiſt the holy Ghoſt ; 
ſo do Men now; ' And yet in the tender 
of this Grace, .and ſtriving of his Spirit, 
the Lord is a God fo hiding himſelf in 
the management of this ſtriving and mi- 
niſtration of his Spirit, as if it wholly de- 
pended upon Marys choice and contieat- 
ing,. that Man's will, as to him, 1s (as 
it were) free in rejecting or accepting, 
Life and Death beings ſet before him; 
whereby in the Wiſdom of Gad, the 
propenſity of his Nature, as it came out 
of the hands of his Maker, hath an ad- 
C 3 vantage 
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vantage by this dealing of God, to put 
forth it ſelf; ſo that Man is as free-1n the 
choice, as he is in the refuſal of the 
tender of Mercy and Help, and that 
with an equal 2ndifferency, as it appears 
to him in this ſtate; notwithſtanding af- 
terwards, 1n the further growth in this 
Grace and Knowledge of Chriſt, he ſees 
clearly and convincingly, that the Grace 
( that wrought hiddenly from his ſight 
and knowledge, in the firſt working, 
tender, and miniſtration of God towards 
him) gained his conſent through its 
own prevalency inthe Love of God ; by 
which ſight and ſenſe Self comes to be 
abhorred, and the free Love ſo admired, 
that he knows from firſt to laſt, all was 
of Grace, and that free ; that Self" is not 
able to Challenge any thing as due from 
what it had done, but af of Gift, and 
yet, as before, with ſuch an equal indiffe- 
rency on Man's Account ; ſo that God 
may and will appear to be juſt, both in 
Condemning and Saving, and the Juſtifi- 
er freely of all that believe in Teſws, the 
Light of the World. 


3 Therefore, 
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Therefore, let all take heed how they 
diſlike this Miniftration of God, and 
ftriving .of his Spirit in their Hearts and 
Conſciences, under colour and pretence of 
Its 1-/«fficiency ; and therefore they will 
not come to him, becauſe his drawings 
and fſtrivings are-niot fo ftrong as they 
would have them to be, looking for ſuch 
an overpowering and irrefiſtableneſs, as 
they are not able to withſtand and gatn- 
fay ; leſt ſuch periſh through a wilful 
neglect, and for want of ſtretching out 
their hand, ' when the Lord hofds our 
his; and ſo they periſh in the ditch, 
with a vain expeQation of further Pow- 
er, or«cry in their Mouths, Lord have 
Mercy upon «s : And ſo with the Sluggard, 
while they cry, Tet a little more flumber + 
and folding of the hands to ſleep, their Gar- 
den is overgrown with Weeds, and their 
. Backs cloathed with Rags, and they Beg in 
Harveſt; whilſt others that have ſown 
in Tears, not fainting, do in due time 
reap in joy; and not deſpiſing the Crumbs 
that fell from the Table, nor the day'of 
ſmall things, witneſs the preſence of their 
Beloved, come down into his Garden, and 


walking among the Lillies, 
: Let

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Let theſe things be truly conſidered, 
 pondred and weighed in the true Bal- 
| lance of Light: and Righteouſneſs, leſt 
4ny Soul periſh through the falſe weight 
and meaſure; fo ſhall my Soul rejoyce 
that any have eſcaped the Net of the 
Fowler, through the diſcovery of the 
Trae Light, and God have all the Glory, 
unto whom alone it belongs, and Man 
aſhamed, confounded, his Moath ſtopped, 
and he laid in the Daſt for ever; and 
then ſhall my end be axſwered1n writing 

theſe things.

Matters of Religion. 


Here is the Natural Man, and the 

jt Spiritual Man, and there are the 

Perſwaſions of each in and about Mat- 

ters of Religion, There is the Per- 

ſwaſion of Reaſox, and the Perſwaſion 
of Faith, © =] 

The Perſ{waſion of Reaſor is that 
belief which Man receives into his 
Mind or Heart, from the Exerciſe of 
the Reaſoning Faculty : And this Per- 
ſwaſion in Matters of Religion is but 


#' Man's Opinien or Judgment, which, 


how certain or infallible ſoever it ap- 


pear 'to him, yet may be ſhaken by 
a 
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by a Demonſtration or Evidence of an 
higher Kind and Nature. 

The Perſwafton of Fazth, is that Be- 
lief, which the New Creature receives 
into the renewed Mind, from the -Evi- 
dence and Demonſtration of the Spirit, 
which. openeth and manifeſteth- the 
things/of the Spirit, unto that Mind 
which 1s begotten and renewed by ir. 
And this Per{wafion 15 certain and in- 
fallible, however it may be ſtruck at 
and battered, by the Reaſonings of the 
Wiſe, Earthly Part, even 1n that very 
Man, whoſe Heart is thus per{waded, 
by the Light of che Spirit of God, 
concerning the things of God?s King- |. 
dom. 

Now the loweſt Perſwaſion of Faith 
is higher, and of a more noble Nature 
than the higheſt Perſwaſion of Rea/or : 
Becauſe Fatth is of an higher Principle, 
and of a deeper Nature and Ground, 
than Man's Reaſon -15s, But this ( be- 
cauſe it appears not in Man's ſphere, 

-but rather out of it, and is contrar 
to the line and reach of his Wiſdom 

. 1s accounted by him -Fooliſhneſs and 
Madneſs. Thus is the Wiſdom _—_ 
| and. - 
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| (and the Children thereof) judged and 


condemned by Man in his day. 

And how can it be otherwiſe ? How 
can the Wiſdom of Man bur judge that 
as Fooliſhneſs, whoſe Beauty and Ex- 
cellency is hid from its Eye? But this 
is, becauſe the Wiſdom of Man is out 
of its place, not ſubjeted to the Wil- 
dom of God, but exalted above it; 
therefore ( as a curſe unto it) 15 it ſat- 
fered to lift up it ſelf in its conceited- 
neſs againſt, and fo to Perſecute the pure 
Wiſdom of God, and the Birth there- 
. of, that it might fall, and be broken, 
and ſnarcd, and taken, and its day de- 
ſervedly come to an end, and be ſhur 
up in 'the Shadows and Chambers of 
Eternal Darkneſs, 

But what: Ear of Man can hear this ! 
Surely none that is whole 1n the line 
of Man's Wiſdom, Reaſon and Under- 
ſtanding, but that alone which 1s, brni- 
ſed, broken, and in ſome meaſure daſh- 
ed to pieces, by the inroads of a Divine 
Life and Nature. This, 4n the leadings: 
| of that Life which hath broken it, and 
in the ſhining of the Light Eternal upon 
it, and into it, may be enabled to take 
up 
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up. the Croſs to the Natural Part, and 
to die that Death with Chriſt, which 
preſerves from the Second Death, with 
the Miſery thereof. 
Happy 1s he, who knows and hearkens- 
to the Perſwaſions of God's Spirit, who 
15s born of God, and taught to wait upon. 
him, and worſhip him in Spirit, who 
receives his Religion from the Light of 
Faith, into the renewed Nature and 
Mind, and not from the Reaſon of 
Man into the Natural Underſtanding, 
which is eafily corrupted, and cannot 
be kept pure, but alone by the in-. 
dwelling of' the Principle - of Eternal 
Life 1a it. | | 
For tho? ſuch may ſuffer very deeply.

well, and bringeth Good out of every 
Evil, in deſpight of all the Powers of 
Darkneſs. And he that overcometh 
(whether by Life or Death) in the 
Lamb's Spirit, ſhall wear the Lamb's 
Crown, and fit down in that perfe& 
Reſt in the Kingdom of the Father, 
which will give the Hearts of all his 
Children full Satisfation. In which 
aſſured Hope ( Lite ſtirring in our Bo- 

| ſoms, and quickning our Hearts* with 
Love unto our God, and Zeal for his 
Truth ) we can freely give up all that 
is near and dear/unto us in this World,
